larged circulation, than they can possibly have, by being 
confined to a work exclusively devoted to that science, he 


has resolved, after the completion of the sec ond volume, | 


to amend his plan, by converting it into a publication, the 
contents of which shall be more acceptable to the general 
reader. Experience has shown, that abstract truths, how- 


ever important, and however intimately connected they | 
mav be with the welfare of the country, are not adapted | 
to the general taste or apprehension, and can have an in- | 


terest only for those, whose studies and pursuits in life, lead 
them to an investigation of recondite principles. The con- 
sequence of this is, that few persons comparatively, can 
be induced to read what they suppose to be above their 


comprehension, and what thev know to be dry and abstruse, | 
and the great end, therefore, which we had in view, in the | 


establishment of our journa!, that of assisting to enlighten 
the public mind upon matters connected with the vital in- 
terests of the nation, cannot, we are persuaded, be exten- 
sively accomplished by a perseverance in our original plan. 
Tt is true. that, in p litical economy, there are many prac- 
tical matters, winch can be understood by every intelligent 
individual, but even illustrations of these, to make an im- 
pression upon the minds of numbers, mast be dealt out with 
a sparing hand, and be interspersed amongst a variety of 
subjects, which can be run over without fatiguing the at- 
tention. 

The motive for locating our paper at Washington, will, 
we trust, be satisfactory to all those, and they are nota tew, 
who have taken an interest in our success. It is that we 
may the more effectually invest it with the character of a 
national publication, that we may have better access to sta- 
tistical documents and state papers, and, that there may at 
least be one journal at the seat of the general government, 
which shall be especially devoted to the dissemination of 
those liberal and constitutional views of national pohey, 
upon the adoption of which, it is humbly conceived, the 
prosperity and harmony of the great American family, 
most essentially depend. ‘There is, however, another rea- 
son, which renders our location at Washington particular- 
ly appropriate. The greatcontest which will there, in all 
probability, be carried on during the ensuing winter, in 
relation to the tariff, will turn all eves to that quarter, and 


the debates which will then take place in relation to it, will | 


have an universal and permanent interest. Although it 
will not be within our plan to give detailed reports of the 
proceedings of Congress, yet it will be within our view, to 
give summary statements of the same, with the leading 
speeches pro and con; and indeed upon all great political 
questions, we shall give as much of the debate as will show 
the main arguments relied upon by the different parties. 
To those who have not studied the history of the restric- 
tive policy in other countries, it may at first sight appear, 
as if the proceedings of Congress at its next or ensuing 
session, would terminate the question of the tariff, by its 
modification, or its more solid establishment. Such an 
impression, however, is erroneous. It is a question, which 
will never be permanently settled, so long as the great body 
of the people remain in ignorance of the true principles 
of political science. There is at all times in every com- 
munity, a spirit of monopoly existing in some quarter or 
other, and which is perpetually seeking to elevate one par- 
ticular interest at the expense of the rest. At one time it 
is the agricultural, at another the commercial, and at 
another, the manufacturing class which obtains this ascen- 
dency, and endeavors to secure advantages, which can only 
be rendered such by depressing the other interests. To 
all monopolies. to all systems of partial taxation, this jour- 
nal will be opposed, and it will as strenuously denounce all 
legislative enactments which shall be called for, to foster 
unduly the interests of agriculture, or commerce, as it will 
bein denouncing those which shall have for their object 
the undue fostering of manufactures. It will in all cases 
advocate the interests of the great mass of the people, the 
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consumers, believing that what is for the interest of the 
many, is the policy best adapted for the good of the 
nation. 

In regard to other questions of national policy, which 
are likely soon to occupy much of the public attention, 
each of them in turn, shall receive due notice. The time 
isnot far distant. when the revenue of the United States, 
accruing from the existing scale of duties, will be more 
than adequate to the public expenditures. The extinguish- 
ment of the national debt, will be entirely accomplished 
within a few years; anda great portion of the people, will 
then call for a reduction of the duties upon imports, so that 
foreign commodities may be burthened with no taxes but 
such as are necessary for the support of the government. 
This just and proper requisition, will be opposed by those 
who enjoy an exorbitant protection, and who in order to 
strengthen their party, will endeavor to enlist on their side, 
those who believe that the national funds may be constitu- 
tionally applied to internal improvements. Thus, the 
friends of restriction will probably gain an accession to 
their numbers, and the nation will witness an awful strug- 
gle between the two great parties, which are now about to

The inconvenience to which the Treasury will be expos- 
ed by this cause, may be averted by redeeming the stock 
subscribed to the Bank of the United States, and authoriz- 
ing the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund to purchase 
the three per cents, when, in their opinion, the terms on 
which such purchase can be made, will render it as favora- 
ble to the United States as the peyment of other stocks, 
then redeemable. ‘This stock 1s now quoted in the market 
at about 874. An unlimited authority toredeem it, would 
| no doubt somewhat enhance the price; but this effect would, 
| in a great degree, be counteracted by the option to redeem 
‘other stocks. I[fhowever, the revenues can, in the opinion 
jof Congress, be more advantageously reduced or otherwise 
disposed of, when the other stocks shall be redeemed, the 
| payment of the three per cents. may be postponed; subject 
'to the operation of a small Sinking Fund, to be apphed 
conditionally, viz: when the stock ean be bought at a rea- 
sonable price, to be fixed by law. In such ease it will be 
{necessary to the full employment of the present Sinking 
| Fund, to give the Commissioners power to purchase the 
‘five and four and a half per cents at their market price. 








Ill. Of the Estimates of the Public Revenue and Expen- 
ditures for the year 1830. 


The amount of duties on imports and tonnage, which ac- 
crued from the Ist of January to the 30th of September, 
IS29, is estimated at $21,821,500, being $2,621,300, less 
than that which accrued in the corresponding period of the 
preceding year. ‘This deficiency has arisen almost entire- 
ly in the Ist quarter of the present year, and was probably 
caused by the extensive importations which had been made 
in the early part of 1828, in anticipation of the increased 
duties. In the 2d and 3d quarters of the year, however, 
the importations have so augmented, that accruing duties 
secured in those quarters are but $49,300 less than those 
secured in the second and third quarters of the preceding 
year. This improvement still continues, and there is rea- 
son to believe that the duties accruing in the fourth quarter 
will nearly equal those of the fourth quarter of last year. It 
is worthy of reimark that the accruing revenue of the three 
first quarters of the vear 1829, though so much below that 
of 1828, is only 270,200 less than that of the same period of 
the year 1827. 

The debentures issued, during the three first quarters of 
| 1829, were 3,059,060 25 which exceeds the amount issu- 
ted during the corresponding period of the year 1828, by 
96,475 70. 
| The amount of debentures outstanding on the 30th of 
, September last, and chargeable upon the revenue of 1830. 

was $1,111,136, exceeding, by SOHO 002, the amount charge- 
able on the sume day in 1828 on the revenue of 1829, 

The value of domestic articles, exported from the United 
| States, for the year en hag onthe 380th of Se ptember last, 
‘is estimated at 855.800.0060, being 5.130.331 more than 
| the value of those exported during the same period, in th 
preceding vear. 

The amount of Custom House bonds in suit on the 30th 
of September last, was $6,001,714 20, being $1,967,485 45 
more than on the same day in the preceding year. It may 
be observed, that the great increase of this item, for sever- 
al years past, has arisen from the heavy failures in the Chi- 
na trade; in which series of bonds falling due from the same 
houses, commence in one year, and terminate tn another. 

From a view of all these facts and considerations, the 
receipts for the year 1830 are estunated at $23,840,000.

ture be correct, the sum at the disposal of the Commis- 

sioners of the Sinking Fund, for the year 1830, will be 
$11,500,000, and when the increase of population is con- 
sidered, may probably be safely computed at $12,000,000 
for the four succeeding years. This sum will complete 
the payment of the whole Public Debt, within the year 

1834, without applying to bank shares. 

Should it be determined to reduce the revenue, so as to 
correspond with the existing expenditure, it will require 
the exercise of a wise forecast on the part of the Leyisla- 
ture to avert serious injury. Merchants having goods on 
hand, liable to be effected in price by a change in the fis- 
cal system of the Government, have a just mght to expect 
from it a reasonable notice, corresponding with the magni- 
tude of the change proposed. In accordance with these 
views, it is respectfully suggested, that, whatever diminu- 
tion of duties shall be determined upon, it be made to take 
effect prospectively and gradually. 

it will, in such case, be proper, at an early peried, to 
select the articles upon which to commence the reduction. 
As auxiliary to this undertaking, the annexed tables M and 
N have been prepared. Table M exhibits the amount of 
duties accruing on such articles of importation, as are gen- 
erally of foreign production. Table N exhibits the tariff 
of duties imposed by foreign Governments, on such arti- 
cles as are produced in, or exported from the United 
States, as far as has been ascertained at the Treasury De- 
partment. 

The precise effect of a reduction of duties on the reven- 
ue, can only be ascertained by experience; but, as the im- 
ports will be somewhat increased by the operation, it is 
not apprehended that a gradual reduction, commencing at 
an early day, would sensibly prolong the total extinguish- 
ment of the public debt. 

The various duties devolved on the Treasury Depart- 
mont in relation to Custom Houses, and Land Offices, 
have led to the exercise of powers not sufficiently defined 
by law. These are liable to be enlarged by successive gra- 
dations, under special exigencies, without legislative sanc- 
tion, until the powers of the Departm ut to perform (ndis- 
pensab.« duties are derived from usage, rather than the sta- 
tutes. Of this nature, are those exercised in the payments 
lor contingent expenses of the Cutter service, repairs of 
Custom Houses, Wharves, and Ware-houses, belonging te 
the United States; expenses to Inspectors employed in 
special services, in addition to their per diem compensa- 
tion; in the allowances to persons instructed to investigate 
transactions of Custom Houses and Land Offices; to assist- 
ant counsel, and for costs in suits and prosecutions; and 
for various services of less magnitude. ‘The payments for 
these objecis are usually made by Collectors and Receiv- 
ers of Public Moneys, or by drafts on them from the Trea- 
sury Department; being considered as incidental to these 
branches of revenue. It is desirible that all such payments 
should be as specifically sanctioned by law as those made 
out of moneys in the Treasury. 

The Secretary of the Treasury deems it proper to make 
known to Congress, that the duties imposed upon woollen 
goods, under the act of the 19th May, 182s, have, in pur- 
suance of an instruction from the Treasury Department, 
dated the 15th of October, IN2S, been charged upon the 
value of such goods, without the addition of 20 per centum 
on the cost of those imported from the Cape of Good Hope, 
or any place beyond the same, or from beyond Cape Horn; 
or 10 per centum on those from any other place or coun- 
trv. 

“The law, it is believed, may admit of a different con- 
struction; but, as the orders for the importations, ».ace the 
instruction above referred to, were given with a knowledge 
of its operation, now to add the 20 or the 10 per cent. to 
the cost of such goods, would provably transter the whole 
of them into a class higher than was fairly contemplated by 
the importer, and increase the duty very prejudicially to his 
interest. Under these circumstances, and as there may be 
some doubt as to the intention of the law, it has been 
deemed proper not to disturb the existing construction, but 
to submit the matter to the cons deration of Congress. 

Another subject somewhat singular in character, has 
been, for special reason, differently disposed of. A deduc- 
tion of five per cent. on the invoices of broad cloths, for 
measurement, has become an esteblished usage of trade. 
This usage was particularly noticed in an instruction issu- 
ed by the Treasury Department, on the 9th September, 
1828, but which had been differently construed by the 
Custom House Officers at different ports; at some, the de- 
duction having been made from the measurement, and at 
others from the cost; by which different rates of duties 
were imposed. It was deemed not only a legal, but Con- 
stitutional obligation, so far as the powers vested in the 
Department would admit, to render the duty uniform 
throughout the United States. In preparing the necessary 
regulations for this purpose, it was considered that the 
five per cent. deduction was originally intended, as it pur- 
ports to be, on “measurement,” and not on price. This 
basis was also recommended by another and more impor- 
tant consideration, viz: the uniformity of its effect. The 
allowance being made for measurement, the merchant pays 
duty on the number of yards purporting to be imported; 

but if made on price it is nugatory, except the cloths are 
therebv transferred from a higher to a lower class, in which 
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‘case it diminishes the duty by the amount of the difference 
| between the duties charged on such classes. An instruc- 


\tion was accordingly issued on the Sth of August, 1829, 





the measurement only. But this unavoidably deprived a 
number of importers, whose orders had been previously 
given, of the expected benefit of the deduction, in deter- 
inning the classes of dutiable prices lo which their cloths 
belonged; such cloths are, consequentiy, subjected to a 
rate of duty higher than was contemplated when the orders 
were given. The regulation has, therefore, injuriously af- 
fected the interest of these importers, and their case is 
submitted to the favorable consideration of Congress, who 
alone can give the proper relict. 

The Secretary of the Treasury respectfully invites the 
attention of Congress to some modification of the existing 
revenue laws, as well for the convenience of those employ- 
ed in commerce and navigation, as tor the better security 
ofthe revenue. 

The law in relation to licenses for coasting and fishing 
vessels operates equally and injuriously upon some bran- 
ches of that business; it requires, upon every change of 
structure of the vessel, or of ownership, by the transfer of 
the right of one partner, the taking out of a new license, 
and the payment of a new duty. 

The bounty allowed on vessels emploved in the codfish- 
eries is understood to be unlawfully obtained by some of 
those engaged in the mackerel fisheries. It is beheved 
that a bounty on the fish cured or exported, without refer- 
ence to the origin of the salt, would better promote what- 
ever’ encouragement may be considered as proper to be 
yiven to the fisheries; this could be graduated to any 
scale, and, being more simple in its form, would be less 
liable to abuse. 

[t is found that the present mode of compensating Cus- 
tom House officers operates unequally, and not in propor- 
tion to the service rendered. As striking instances of this 
inequality, Lispectors, in many places, receive more than 
double the compensation of the Collectors who employ 
them; and at some ports, Custom Houses are built, or pur- 
chased by the Government, while at others, they are pro- 
vided at the expense of Collectors. 

The tees of office are lable to be variously computed, 
and are a constant source of embarrassment 1n the trans- 
action of business. These, it is believed, may be gener- 

‘ly abolished, and the mode of compensation by salary 
beneficially substituted; retaining, lowe ver, those man. 
ifests, clearances, entries, and permits, and that class o: 
service which makes it the interest of the officers to re- 
quire a strict observance of those acts on the part of mas- 
ters of vessels, and shippers, which may be deemed essen- 
tial to the security of the revenue. 

The commissions now allowed to Collectors on bonds 
put in suit might be advantageously civided between them 
and the District Attorneys. The former would thereby be 
more interested in taking proper security, and the latter 
have a salutary stimulus to the discharge of their duties. 

Some additional provision of law is deemed necessary 
to compel the surrender of public books and papers of 
District Attorneys, Marshals, Custom House and Land 
Officers, in pursuance of orders from the proper depart- 
ment. 

The labors of the appraisers of imported goods have 
been greatly increased by the “act in alteration of the 
several acts imposing duties on imports,” passed 19th May, 
is2s. ‘To give the proper efhiciency to that branch of 
service, it is necessary to have warehouses and offices, 
conveniently adapted for the examination, measuring, and 
repacking of goods; and that the persons employed by ap- 
praisers should be more immediately under their control. 
In the port of New-York, where nearly half the importa- 
tions into the United States are made, the whole labor of 
appraising devolves on two officers, who are exclusively 
responsible for that duty; and yet, all the assistance which 
can be provided for them is supphed indirectly, and under 
an implied power. ‘To avoid the embarrassment that must 
arise from sickness, or other necessary absence of one or 
both of these officers, an additional appraiser at that port 
seems indispensable. It is also deemed advisable that the 
commissioned appraisers at all the ports should be author- 
ized, under proper restrictions, to employ persons to act 
as assistants, under regular official responsibility; these 
being distributed upon the different classes of business, 
could not fail to increase the power of the appraisers for an 
efficient and faithful performance of their duties, and witi- 
out any material increase of expense. 

The present system of storing goods for debenture, or 
in security for duties, may, it is believed, be beneficially 
modified. Goods are now stored under various circum- 
stances. 

Ist. ‘Teas may, at the option of the importer, and at his 
expense, be stored under the direction of the Custom house 
officers, in security for the duties, for two years. 

2d. Wine and spirits may be stored in like manner for 
one year. 

3d. All other goods may be stored in like manner for the 
term of credit on the duties respectively. 

4th. Wines and Spirits, to be entitled to drawback, must 
be deposited in a public store, and there remain, from their 
landing, until shipment: or, on being transported coastwise, 
may be again stored or shipped. 

5th. Goods, irregularly imported, are stored until they 
can be disposed of according to law. 

Private stores are usually rented for these parposes by 
the Collectors; but the facility of access to such buildings 
renders the security of little avail; and that abuses have

The laws in relation to the coasting trade do nat afford 
the necessary means for preventing the unlawful introdue- 
tion of foreign goods through that channel. The United 
States are divided mto three great districts: Ist, From their 
eastern limits to the southern limits of Georgia. 2d, From 
the southern limits of Cas oTrgia to thre P: r lido River. 2c. 
From the Perdido River to the we stern limits of the Unir- 
ed States. Masters of vessels, licensed for carrying on the 
coasting trade, may now, with a given amount of cargo, Dass 
froin one port to another, within either of these districts, 
‘r to a port in an adjoining State, without delivering aman- 
ifest or obtaining a perm!t previous to their departure, and 
w.inoul making any repe w their vesse! at the 
port of destination; nor does the law require any evidence. 
except the oath of the master in certain cases, of duties 
having been paid on foreign goods transperted from one 
port to another, except by a defective provision as to Wine, 
Spirits, and Teas, and goods entitled to drawback. It is 
apparent from these facts that very great facilities are giv- 
en for illicit trade. If a single port can be found, where, 
through the negligence of the officers of the customs, or 
other cause, goods ean be thus introduced, there is no suf- 
ficient obstac'e to their being transported by water, to an- 
other and a better market. The mere power to board a 
coasting vessel, and demand her manifest, without any ob- 
ligation on the master, to report her to the Collector, is 
wholly insufficient fur proper security against frauds, and 
especially in those ports where an extensive coasting and 
foreign navigation is carried on. 

There is also a feature in the law, in relation to the seiz- 
ure of goods suspected to have been smuggled, which, it 
is believed, may be beneficially modified. These goods 
are usually seized in small quantities; the owners perhaps 
escape, or no one appears to claim them, and yet the goods 
cannot be sold until libelled, and condemned in a court of 
the United States; the costs attending which, frequently 
amount to more than the proceeds of the articles when 
sold. he othicer not only loses his reward, but the Unft- 
ed States are subjected to costs, aud what was intended as 
an inducement to vigilance, becomes worse than nugatory. 
This might be remedied by authorizing the sale, without 
condemnation, of such goods as may be unclaimed, after a 
reasonable notice. An additional and salutary stimulus 
may also be given to the activity of Revenue Officers by 
authorizing a relinquishment to them, of a portion of the 
proceeds of forfeited goods, which may accrue to the Goy- 
ernment. The sum thus relinquished would probably be 
much more than repaid, in the increased security of the 
revenue, arising from the incitement to greater vigilance. 

The power to search for, and seize goods found on land, 
requires to be enlarged, and better defined. To avoid un- 
necessary vexation, the exercise of the poweg might be 
limited to a reasonable distance from the coast, navigable 
rivers, canals, or the interior border. It is known that con- 
siderable exertions are making for introducing geods into 
the United States, in violation of the revenue laws: and 
the Secretary of the Treasury finds himself compeiled to 
invite the special attention of Congress, to the adoption of 
such measures, as may be calculated to prevent an evil, 
not less dangerous to the morals of those exposed to the 
temptation, than injurious to the interests of the Nation. 
Every measure intended for this object will unavoidably 
subject the fair trader to some inconvenience, but this 
should be considered more than counterbalanced, by the 
protection it affords against the ruinous competition of 
those, who can only be restrained by efficient laws, rigor. 
ously executed. 

The present credit system, it is believed, may be mate. 
rially improved. If the purchases of goods, or any other 
person than the importer, could be lawfully substituted, as 
the principal on Custom house bonds, in all cases where

[t may not he unprofitable to observe, that a total revélu- 
tion is taking place im many of the productive employments 
throughout the civilized world. ‘The improvernents in sei- 
ence and arts, no longer interrupted by war, have been di- 


irected to other objects, and have so increased the power 


of production that the tide of prices, which had been long 
on the flood, is gradually ebbing, even under a depreciated 
currency. ‘Phe relative values between labor and products 
have also changed, but are not yet adjusted. "The depres- 
sion of prices, falling unequally on the different species of 


property, is ruigeus to many, und repugnant to the feelings 


even of those who do not really suffer. It may be long be- 
fore a proper adjustment of these values removes the evil; 
and until then, the busy world will be agitated by the con- 
vulsive strugvles of its various interests, each to avert from 
itself, and throw upon others the impending adversity.— 
The ramifications of these connecting and conflicting op- 
erations are so complicated, that it inay be doubted wheth- 
er any degree of intelligence, however free from the influ- 
ence of special interests, could, by the exercise of its polit- 
ical power, materially lessen the evil. The active energies 
of man, stimulated by necessity, emulation, and love of 
wealth, are perhaps the agents most to be relied upon, in 
maintaining a salutary equilibrium in the various opera- 
tions of human enterprise. Every new disposition, there- 
fore, of the money power, to be safe, should be gradual, 
and requires great caution to avoid increasing the unequal 
and irregular action which is so obviously prejudicial, both 
to individual and public welfare. 

W hatever objects may, in the wisdom of the Govern- 
ment, be found for the application of surplus revenue, af- 
ter the public debt shall be paid, there will probably re- 
main a considerable amount, which may be dispensed with, 
by a reduction of the import duties, without prejudice to 
Such a reduction will 


presenta faverable opportunity for averting a portion of 


the evil resulting from the general depression in the price 
of property before referred to. The repeal of a tax is sim- 
ilar in its effects to the relinquishment of so much annual 
debt; relieving, to that amount, the various species of labor 
upon which it was charged, and distributing ite benefits, in 
proportion to consumption, upon every individual of the 
nation. 

The extinguishment of the public debt tends to the same 
result in another way. The interest rs now paid to capital- 
ists, out of the profits of labor; not only will this labor be 
released from the burden, but the capital thus thrown out 
of an unproductive, will seek a productive employment; 
giving thereby a new impetus to enterprise, in agriculture, 
the arts, commerce, and navigation, at a lower charge for 
interest than before. ‘The heavy impositions on the labor 
employed in these pursuits, in those nations where the arts 
have attained their highest perfection, had become in a 
great measure counterbalanced, in latter years, by the in- 
creased capacity of that labor; but these burdens still re- 
main, and with but little prospect of diminution. In the 
mean time, the industry of the United States will have a 
positive advantage over that of other countries, equal to the 
difference between their respective rates of taxation; and 
it is worthy of consideration, that there has been probably 
no period, in which such an opportunity for advancing the 
general economy of the American People, and aiding them 
to maintain a successful competition with that of other 
countries, could have been more propitious, or more neces- 
sary to their interests, than that which Is now approaching. 
[t is known that the most uncxampled exertions are mak- 
ing, in all civilized nations, to increase the productive pow- 
er; and those who shall stand foremost im this laadable 
strife, will be assured of success in matntaining, not merely 
the prosperity of their People, but a high rank among the 
femily of nations.

of Nouth Carolina, to his constituents, dated at Washine- 

ton, March 4th, S820. 

Having rone through the circle [ pres¢ ribed to mys li. 
at the commencement of this address, I have now to esk 
your indulgent patience tor a few moments longer, on a sub- 
ject with which my name is more immediately concerned. 
[tis known to some or: vou, that during the first ssesion of 
the twentieth Convreas. | oifered to the consideration of the 
House of Representatives, certain resolutions declaratory 
of the meaning of the second clause of the LOth section of 
the Ist Article of the Constitution of the United States, 
and also declaring the expediency of giving the consent of 
Congress, to any State that might ask, to exercise the pow- 
er of imposing duties on imports or exports within the lm- 
its of such State, for the purpese of protecting and encour- 
aging their domestic manufactures; subject to a proviso, 
that the revenue arising therefrom should be paid into the 
Tacasury of the United States, and that the laws imposing 
such duties, should be subject to the revision and contro! 
of Congress. ‘These resolutions were laid on the table. 
with the intention of calling them up for the consideration 
of the House this winter. ‘That they were not taken up 
at the last session was owing to the advice of those in 
whose opinions [ have great confidence; who felt as IT felr 
on the subject of the tarlfl, generally, and concurred with 
me in the principles embraced in these resolutions. ‘They 
thought that any appeal to the same members of Congress, 
who had perpetrated the outrage on your rights and rter- 
ests, would be utterly useless; and also suggested, that as 
the Legislature of my State had taken up this matter, and 
had embraced these principles, in the solemn protest pre- 
sented to Congress, that propricty required they should not 


be discussed, until the whole matter should be brought up 


before a new Congress and an unpledged administration.— 


‘In this T aequiesced. 


Since that period, the principles assumed in these resolu- 
tlons, and the construction and interpretation there given 
to the Constitution of the United States, have received the 
honor of aspecifie notice, and public replication, from per- 
haps the most influential and powerful man now alive im 
this nation. Notwithstanding my profound respect for the 
great ability and talents of that distinguished gentleman, 
truth requires me to say, that my opinions are unchanged; 
and I here beg leave to state, in advance, for the purpose 
of avoiding the imputation of self conceit and obstinacy, 
that these opinions would have been long since abandoned, 
if | were not convinced that they are sustained by authori- 
ty, equal to that by which they have been assailed—by the 
authority of that illustrious statesman himself! I do not 
consider myself, therefore, in what I am about to offer in 
vindication of my principles, as setting up my crude notions 
in opposition to the opinions of Mr. Madison; but rather as 
appealing from the opinions and judgment of Mr. Madison, 
in 1828, to those of Mr. Madison, in 1788, and 1798; as 
appealing from his letters in the Intelligencer, to his letters 
in the Federalist; from the shades of Montpelier to the 
halls of the Convention; as appealing from the opinions of 
Mr. Madison, after many years retirement from public life. 
to Mr. Madison in his noon of manhood and pride of genius, 
when all his energtes and faculties were coneentrated and 
employed in illustrating the Federal Constitution, and win- 
mug for it the reluctant assent of a free people, jealous of 
power, who, beyond all question, would never have adopt- 
ed it, with a knowledge of the constructive powers now 
so gratuitously bestowed. 

As this ts rather a question of authority then arcument, I 
will content myself by merely giving an outline of mv 
views, and exhibiting the contemporaneous authorities on 
which they are bottomed. In doing this, I hope to show, 
that if f am in error, [ have in support of it, the authority 
of able and worthy patriots of times gone by, and the re- 
corded conventional history of the birth of the Constitution. 
I expect to maintain the construction I contend for, on the 
following grounds and authorities: 

Ist. The plain, obvious meaning, of the English words 
composing the first sentence of the clause, sustains me.— 
The words are, “No State shall, without the consent of Con- 
gress, impose any duty on imports or exports, [except what 
may be absolutely necessary for executing its inspection 
laws,” ] and then comes the proviso. Is it not an inevita- 
bie inference, from the construction of this sentonee, that 
a State may impose snch duties with the consent of Con- 
gress’ But it ts said, by Mr. Madison, that it had referenc: 
to the execution of the inspection laws alone. If that 
were the case, would language so opnosite to such an ob- 
ject, and to that plain singleness of thought and purpose, 
be used, which characterized the great assembly who form- 
ed the Constitution’? Or would it not have been, as vou, or 
any plain unsophisticated mind, would have expressed it, 
without the clumsy incumbranee of both the “without the 
consent” and the exception! If that were the object, would 
it not rather have been, in direct and plain language, such 
as “No State shall impose any duty on imports or exports, 
except what may be absolutely necessary for executing its 
inspection laws,” without using the preeedent terms, con. 
sent of Congress’ It requires, it appears to me, some in- 
genuity to change the open and apparent meaning of these 
plain English words! The practice of the States, from the 
foundation of the government alse supports my construc- 
tion; for they have never deemed it necessary to ask the 
consent of Congress, to execute their inspection laws!— 
They have enacted, and enforced them, without asking any 
such consent! 

2d. The Journals of the Convention show, that the power 
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io encourage domestic industry of any 

tended to be given to the National Legislature, but to be 
icft with those interested in the matier, to whom it proper- 
ly belonged. The first mention of the word manufactures, 
in the Journals of the Convention, was in 4 proposition to 
establish a Home Department for the supervision of agri- 
culture and domestic manufactures, which was promptly re- 
jected. The clause of the Constitution, above referred to, 
was then in a somewhat different shape, submitted to the 
Convention, and after many propositions to alter and amend 
it, (which goes to show that the phrascology of the clause 
was duly weighed and matured,) a motion was made to in- 
sert, after the word without, the words, “or with the con- 
sent of Congress.” So that the clause would have read, 
‘no State shall, without er with the consent of Congress, 
impose any duty on imports or exports except whet may be 
absolutely necessary to execute its inspection laws.” This 
amendment was also rejected, and the clause adopted in 
its present form. ‘This rejection ts conclusive, to my mind, 
of the intention of the Convention. 

3d. The authority of the Feder:iist is also in favor of 
my construction of the clause referred to. It is known to 
the world that certain essays, written before, and reecom- 
mending the adoption of the Federal Constitution, and sub- 
sequently republished and bound in an octave volume, en- 
titled the Federalist. were the joint work of Mr. Madison, 
General Alexander Hamilton, and Chief Justice Jay.— 
‘These essays were then, and are now, considered as the 
ablest commentaries on the Federal Constitution. Thes 
were intended to explain and ilustrate to the American 
people, all the powers, checks, and balances of that erigra- 
ally glorious instrument—the noblest fabrie ever framed by 
huruan wisdom for human happiness, or ever won or sus- 
tained by human valor. They were written in a spirit: of 
patriotisin and love of freedom, that then burat brightly and 
purely on ten thousand altars! The authors then had no 
selfish or siaister motives; they had then no specidl inter- 
est in sections of couutry or classes of people; they wrote 
before tape and calico could do, what the ferocity of the 
British lion, or armed Europe could not accomplish—the 
prostration of your rights and liberties! But let us hear 
the authors of the Federalist! —The oracle was then upon 
the tripod! And here I would remark, that the American 
people have a right to hold Mr. Madison responsible for the 
principles, constructions, and interpretations contained in 
this joint production; for, | shall not stop to inquire the 
names of the authors of each separate paper—common 
sense, as well as common law, holds the firm liable for the 
acts of each member of it. 

The Federalist, No. 32, page 169, distinctly declares, 
that a State may impose duties on imports or exports, wih 
the consent of Congress. And page 170, has the following 
languaye, in speaking of concurrent powers of taxation:— 
“It would be mere sophistry to argue that it was meant to 
exclude them (the States) absolutely from the imposition of 
taxes of the former kind, (all articles other than imports 
and exports,) and to leave them at liberty to lay others, sub- 


iect ta the contro! of the National Legislature.” 


Inthe 34th number, page 179, the encouragement of 
agriculture and mannfactures is declared to be an appendave 
ot the domestic police of a State. In speaking of the 
chief sources of expense in every State, he says, “The ex- 
penses arising from those institutions whieh relate to the 
mere domestic police of a State, to the support of its legisla- 
tive, executive, and judiciary departments, with their dif- 
ferent appendages, and the encouragement of avriculture 
and manufactures, (which wiil comprehend almost all the 
objects of Stule expenditure,) are insignificant in compari- 
son with those which relate to the national defence.” 

In number 44, page 252, the clause referred to 1s quoted 
in full. He then adds this commentary—*The resiraint on 
the power of the States over imports and exports is enfore- 
ed by all the arguments which prove the necessity of sub- 
mitting the regulations of trade to the federal councils. It 
iz needless, therefore, to remark further on this head, than 
that the manner in which the restraint is qualified seems 
well ealeulated, at onee, to secure to the States a reasona- 
ble discretion in providing for the conveniency of their im- 
ports and exports, and to the United States a reasonable 
check against the abuse of this discretion.” 

4th. Judicial authority sustains me also. Judge Mar- 
shall, in Gibbons rs. Ogden, 9th Wheaton, 202, says, “A 
cuty on tonnage is as much a tax as a duty on imports or 
exports; and the reason which induced the prohibition of 
those taxes, extends to this also. This tax may be impos- 
ed by a State with the consent of Congress: and it may be 
admitted that Congress cannot give a right to a State wm vtr- 
tue of its own powers.” 

Thus, you have the authority of the two great expound- 
ers of the Constitution, sanctioned and established by aco- 
ordinate branch of the government, whose peculiar duty 
and province it is (as is said by our adversaries, but doubt- 
ed by me) to pronounce and decide on these high matters. 
These are authorities emanating from the nghest and most 
unquestioned sources. 

Sth. The right to impose duties, with the consent of 
Congress, being established, I propose now to show the pur- 
pose for which it was given; and here I have the good for- 
tune to be supported by another contemporaneous author!- 
ty—of one who was an active member of the Convention— 
of one who discussed this very clause in that bedy, and 
subsequently wrote an account of it to his constituents— 
of one who was thoroughly acquainted with the transactions 
of that Assembly; who was a zealous and able opponent to 
some of its highest powers; who witnessed the whole of the 
ves gesta, “all of which he saw, and part of which he was.”

why, let me ask, was the power of imposing taxes and du- 
ties on exports ré fused to Congress? | de fy the most de- 
voted friend to the tariff, to give any reason for refusing 
this power to Congress, that does not equally apply to che 
power e/aimed of imposing duties on imports for the pur- 
pose, not of revenue, but the protection of particular inter- 
ests. What,! repeat, is there so terrific in a power be- 
longing to every consolidated governme: the world, and 
acted on by all, to induce its prohibition’? This is the rea- 
son given by contemporaneous authority—not, as Mr. Mad- 
900 asserts,on account of the difficulty of collecting the 
revenue, but because of its inevitsble partiality of opera- 
tion and tnequality of pressure. To tax the exports of a 
country like this, covering twenty degrees of latitude, and 
as many of longitude; having a half a dozen different cli- 
mates, and as many different staples for exportation; some 
States exporting millions, and others not a cent; some ex- 
elusively planting or agricultural, and others grazing, and 








others again manufacturing, would be altogether impossi- 
ble, according to any rule of human and politica! justice, 
even on the supposition that the Representatives in Con- 
gress would be honest and disinterested! But this is not a 
government of confidence; it is founded in a jealousy of 
power, and a profound knowledge of the nature of man!— 
And this very clause, restraining Congress from lioaposing 
duties on exports, Was intended to guard against the almost 
curtain combinations of sections of country and classes of 
people, to form a majority for the purpose of oppressing a 
minority. And with an eve to this same weak point in 
freedom’s bastion, was another guard placed; that which re- 
quires three-fourths of the States to alter the constitution. — 
Thereby giving to a minority of one-fourth, a check upon 
the rapacity and lust of power of a majority! In fine, uni- 
formity and equality, in the benefits and burthens of this 
Union, are the most prominent and distinctly marked fea- 
tures of our constitution; such was, indeed, the intention of 
its framers; the practice recently has been directly the re- 
verse. 

My proposition then ts, to give to any State that may ask 
it, che power of protecting its own domestic manutactures,; 
without oppressing its neighbors. 

And is it not equitable and just, that those whoreceive the 
benefit, should bear the burden? Mr. Madison says that 
they, the tariff States, would not receive or exercise such a 
power. I think it is very probable they would not, as their 
object is to tax you, and not themselves—to make you bear 
all the burdens, and they take all the benefits! But is it 
not a matter worthy of enquiry for him or them, how long 
men, born free, will bend the neck and crouch the knee to 
Spinning Jennies, and Joint Stock Companies’? Mr. Mad- 
ison also offers as an objection, the difficulty of preventing 
smuggling, under the system proposed—but [ submit to 
you, if that is not rather a question of expediency than of 
Constitutional principle. Indeed, that difficulty would be 
equally applicable from our extended and peculiar coast and 
frontier, to the exercise of the power by the general gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Madison justifies the tariff laws as constitutional, on 
two grounds, which I take upon myself to say, were never 








questioned by any even of our suffering people; that is, for 
the purpose of revenwe, or retaliation on the restrictive laws 
of a foreign nation. But can any honest man say, that the 
tariffs of 1824 or 1828, were intended for these purposes?
